“The distance from Newfoundland |
to Ireland 18 less than two thousand
miles,' says Doctor Bell “This
means that If you go at 100 miles an
hour you will eroes the Atlantic In 20
hours—lesa than a day. We have fy-
ing muchines that go al a greate
Epead than that. We already have
machines that could cross the ocean
if thelr englnes can keep going for 20
hours. Of course, thése are excep-
tlonal machines, but even the ordinary
machines of today make 50 miles an
hour with ease

“"Now, n fiving machine Nles faster
a8 you go higher up, because the rarer
alr offers legs reslstance to the mu-|
tion, while the propeller gives the |
same push with the same power, what-
ever tha elevation. As you get into
the rarer alr the prapeller sapins
wround faster. A 60-mile-an-hour ma-l.
chine flying two mlles high In tlwl
alr-—and we have machines that have
gono twice as high as that—will Oy
much faster than 60 miles an hour.
Then at an elevation of two miles
high in the air there ls.n mnmnntll
wind blowing In the genera' direction
of Burope having a veloclty an}'u—herel
fromm twenty-ive to fifty miles an
hour. |

greatly Injure the loterests of sports
men by robbing the birds of thelr
proper cover. They also impair the
food supply of both birds and big
game, through the destruction of the
undergrowth which furnishes browse,
berries and other food

The eastern woods are exposed to |

the danger from fires principally in the
spring and fall, when most of the
trees are bare and the leaves on the
ground are dry. The =spring fires,
many of which are due to trout fish-
ermen, may destroy the eggs of game
birds and even the young birds them-
Belves. Since trout fAshermen are
llkely to hunt in the fall, the same
individuals, If careless, may be a
gource of danger at both sensons.

IIultu-r. as an experiment, kept it in
cold storage till a few monthe ago,
when it was brought to London. For
elghteen years it has been in & tem-
perature of 10 or 15 degrees Fahren
heit

Before the joint left Malta a poertion
was cooked and eaten—without disas-
| trous effects, Now, as a French sclen-

tist has declared that meat more than
n vear old is full of polson, it is to be
| earefully analyzed.

| The average age of frosen meat sold
| in London Is two or three months, and
| the oldest frozen meat hithérto known
to the trade is sald to be two vears, It
was suggested Iin the trade that Mf
meat can be kept elghteen years or
longer 1t might be possible to keep
huge stores in this country as a food
supply in time of war

But the idea seems to have wider
and yet more Interesting possibilities,
If meat can be stored indefinitely, it
may be posgible to preserve the prod
ucts of exceptionally good years for
the use of connoisseurs. “Vintage
